lie noted that these reve­ 
nues were $11,000,000 or three 
per cent greater than those of 
1he prior year and more than 
double the total of a decade 
ngo. Nevins said that the reve­ 
nue from these three highway- 
user taxes, except the small 
amounts withheld to pay for
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the cost of administration and 
collection, arc put in a special 
fund and are used exclusively 
for Hie construction and main­ 
tenance of t li e state's high­ 
ways, roads, and streets.

THK LAKOKST part of this 
revenue — 91 per cent — was 
derived from the state's six- 
cents-per-gallon tax on gaso­ 
line. These collections amount­ 
ed to $347,60H,000. Refunds 

I made by State Controller Alan 
'Cranston on tax-paid gasoline 
purchased for non-highway 
use reduced this total to 
$330,400,000.

In the past fiscal year the 
eight million motor vehicles 
using California's highways 
consumed over five-and-one- 
half billion gallons of fuel, a 
volume sufficient for more 
than 90 billion miles of travel. 
The average motorist is using 
around 090 gallons of gasoline 
a year, travels around 10,000 
miles annually, a n d pays the 
slate approximately $42 in gas­ 
oline (axes.

THK USE fuel taxes—a lax 
of seven-cenls-per-gallon on
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diescl fuel and six-cents-p:>r- 
gallon on butane, propane, and 
other liquefied petroleum gases 
—produced $21,619,000 in the 
1960-61 fiscal year and the 
transportation tax — a one- 
and one-half per cent, levy on 
the gross receipts of buses and 
for-hire trucks—produced over 
$12',i> million in stale revenues. 

(Iross receipts from the 
state's iax on the 1,491.000,000 
gallons of lax-paid gasoline dis­ 
tributed during the second 
quarter of 1901 amounted to 
$89,439,000. The use fuel tax 
produced $5,769,000 and the 
motor vehicle transportation 
lax $3,200,000 during that 
quarter.
